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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1, 2, 4-6 & 8-9, drawn to system and method for selling subscriptions to a 
database. 

II. Claim 3, drawn to a database of tenant information with graphical plotting. 

III. Claim 7, drawn to database of for-sale information with quality identification. 

IV. Claims 10, 12, 14 & 15, drawn to system and method for data collection. 

V. Claim 11, drawn to method to supply data to an affiliate web-site. 

VI. Claim 13, drawn to method of providing tenant data with a graphical user 
interface. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as when used to 
provide a subscription for database with for-sale information. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as when used to 
provide a subscription for a database with tenant information. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are not capable of use together and have different modes of operation. While it is 
understood that the data collected by the system and method of invention IV could be shared 
with subscribers as in invention I, this does not make them usable together. 

Inventions I and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as when providing 
data to a non-affiliated web-site. The usage of invention I is not restricted to only providing data 
to an affiliated web-site. See MPEP § 806.05(d).

Invention II provides data on tenant 
information, or information about property for rent. Invention III provides data on for-sale 
property. 

Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are not capable of use together and have different modes of operation. While it is 
understood that the data collected by the system and method of invention IV could be tenant 
information, they are not used together and have different modes of operation, as one provides 
the information and one collects the information. 

Inventions II and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention V has separate utility such as when providing 
information to an affiliate web-site about for-sale information. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
Inventions II and VI are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as the tenent 
information provide does not have to be based on criteria collected from a GUI interface.

Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions because invention III provides for-sale information and invention VI provides tenant 
information. Not only are these very different modes of operation but since the databases have 
different information they can not be used together.
